CONSTITUTION 

Adopted July 6, 1860 (Vol. I . Pige 9.} 



I. NAME 

This Association shall be known as "The Ohio State Bar 
Association." 

II. OBJECT 

- The Association is formed to advance the science of juris- 
prudence, to promote reform in the law, to facilitate the 
administration of justice, to uphold int^rity, honor and 
courtesy in the legal profession, to encourage thorough liberal 
Ic^l education and to cultivate cordial intercourse among 
the members of the Ear. 

m. HEMBEBSHIP 

The members of the Bar attending this Convention as 
del^atea this eighth day of July, 1880, are hereby declared 
to be members of this Association, provided they shall, during 
the present session, pay the admission fee and sign this Con- 
stitution. Any member of the Bar in good standing, residing 
or practising in the State of Ohio, may become a member of 
the Association upon nomination and vote, as hereinafter 
provided. 

IV. ELECTION OF MEMBERS 

All nominations for membership shall be made by the 
Committee on Admissions, and must be transmitted in writing 
to the President and by him reported to the Association, and 
if any member demands a vote upon any name thus reported, 
the Association shall thereupon vote thereon by ballot. Sev^al 
nominees may be voted upon on the same ballot, and in such 
a case the placing of the word "no" gainst any name or 
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CoNSTOUnON 



names upon the ticket shall be deemed a n^ative vote against 
such name or names and against those only. One negative 
rote in every five shall suffice to defeat an election. (Am^ded 
July 12, 1901. Vol. 22, pp. 72, 91.) 

V. OFHCERS 

The officers of the Association shall be a President, who 
shall deliver the annual address and be ineligible for a second 
term; one vice-President from each judicial district reported 
by membership in the Association; a Secretary and a Treasurer. 
All of these shall be elected at the annual meeting and hold 
their of&ces till the next annual meeting of the Association 
and until their successors are elected. 

VI. COMHTTTEES 

The members of this Association, from each of the Common 
Pleas Judicial Districts of Ohio, existing prior to 1914, shall 
choose from their respective districts one member of each of 
the following committees: 

Executive Membership Legal Education 

Grievances Legal Biography L^islation 

Judicial Administration and L^:al Reform 

A majority of the members of a committee shall constitute 
a quorum; and, excepting the Executive Committee, each 
committee shall choose a Chairman and Secretary: and at 
each annual meeting of said Association, every committee 
shall report in writing a summary of its proceedings dnce the 
last annual report, together witii any suggestions the Com- 
mittee may deem suitable and pertaining to its pow^^, duties 
or business; which reports, together with the proceedings of 
the annual meetings, shall be prepared and printed by the 
Secretary of said Association, under the direction of the 
Executive Cormnittee, and togeth^ with the Constitution, 
By-Laws, names and residences of officers, standing com- 
mittees and members of the Association, as soon as practicable 
tdter each annual meeting. (Amended July 11, 1917. Vol. 38,

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VII. 

The President of said Association by and with the approval 
of the Executive Committee may remove any member of any 
standing committee from office for failure to attend to his 
duties, and may appoint members of said Association residing 
in said respective districts to fill any vacancies caused by 
removal from office or resignation or death of such member, 
or failure of the members of said Association from any district 
to select a member of any such committee or committees.

VIII. FINAL ACTION 
No action of the Association of a permanent nature or 
recominending changes in law or the administration of justice, 
shall be final until approved by the Standing Committee, to 
which the same shall be referred by the Association. 

DC. PRESIDENT 

The President, or, in his absence, the senior Vice-President, 
shall preside at all meetings of the Association, and the Presi- 
dent diall deliv^ an address at the opening of the meeting 
next after his election. 

X. EXECUTIVE COMMITTEB 

The Pre^oit shall be ex-officio Chairman of the Executive 
Committee and the Secretary shall be ex-offlcio Secretarj- of 
the Executive Committee. This committee shall manage the 
affairs of the Association, subject to the provisions of the 
Constitution and By-Laws, and shall be vested with.the title 
of all its property as trustees thereof, and shall make By-Laws 
for the Association, subject to amendment by the Association.

XI. COHHITTEB ON HEHBERSHIP 
The proceedings of this committee shall be deemed con- 
fidential and shall be kept secret, except so far as written or 
printed reports of the committee shall be necessarily and 
officially niade to the Assodation.

XU. COHUm-EE ON JUDICIAL ADBIINISTRATION 
AND LEGAL REFORM 

It shall be the duty of the Committee on Judicial Ad- 
ministration and Legal Reform to take recent of all proposed 
changes of the law and to recomm^id such as may be, in their 
opinion, entitled to the favorable influence of the Association; 
and further, to observe the working of the judicial system of 
the state; to collect information with reference thereto, and 
to recommend such action as they may deem advisable. 

XIII. COMUITTBB ON LEGAL EDUCATION 
It shall be the duty of the Committee on Legal Education 
to examine and report what change it is expected to propose 
in the s^tem of legal education and of admission to the 
jvactice of the profession in the State of Ohio. 

XIV. COMMirrBB ON GRIEVANCES 
The Committee on Grievances shall receive all complaints 
which may be made in matters affecting the interests of the 
legal profession, the practice of law and the administration 
of justice and report the same to the Association with such 
recommendations as they may deem advisable. 

The proceedings of this committee shall be deemed con- 
fidential and kept secret, except so far as reports of the same 
shall be necessarily and officially made to the Association. 

XV. COHUnTEE ON LEGAL BIOGRAPHY 

The Committee on L^al Biography shall provide for the 
preservation among the archives of the Association of suitable 
written or printed memorials of the lives and characters of 
deceased members of the Ohio Bar and procure and report to 
the n^ct annual meeting a short biographical sketch of each 
member whose death shall have been reported at any annual 
meeting. (Amended December 28, 1886. Vol. 7, p. 65.) 

XVI. COHHITTEE ON LEGISLATION 

It shall be the duty of the Committee on Legislation to 
present to the General Assembly al! recommendations of the 
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Association respecting changes in existing laws and proposed 
new legislation, and endeavor to secure appropriate action 
thereon, reporting its i^oceedings to the Association at each 
annual meeting. 

XVII. SECEBTABY 

The Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings and 
conduct the correspondence of the Association and perform 
the usual duties of such office. 

XVIII. TREASUREIR 

The Treasurer shall collect, and by order of the Executive 
Committee disburse, all funds of the Association, and keep 
regular accounts, which, at all times, shall be open to the 
inspection of any member or members of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

XIX. ANNUAL MEETING 

This Association shall meet annually at such time and 
place as the Executive Committee may select, and those 
present at such meeting shall constitute a quorum. The 
President, by and with the approval of the Executive Com- 
mittee, may call special meetings at such time and place as 
may be deemed expedient. (Amended July 6, 1916. Vol. 37, 
p. 24.) 

XX. DUES 

The admission fee will, in all cases, be $2, which shall 
include the dues of the applicant to December 31st of the 
year in which he is admitted. The annual dues of the memb^B 
shall be $2, to be paid yearly on or before the first day of the 
annual meeting of the Association, and after each annual 
meeting the Treasurer shall notify each member in arrears 
for dues of the amount due; and any member who shall remain 
in default for dues until the close of the annual meeting next

I. The Preeddent shall submit to the Executive Committee 
for its action at a meeting, a sufficient time before each annual

(k) The Election of Officers. 

The address to be delivered by a person invited by the 
Executive Committee shall be at the morning session of the 
second day of the annual meeting, and the reading of papers 
by the members appointed by the Executive Committee shall 
be on the same day, unless the Executive Committee shall 
designate some other time for the address and reading ot 
papers. After the reading of each paper an opportunity shall 
be given tar discussion on the topic of the paper. 

The Executive Committee shall publish some days in 
advance of each annual meeting, a statement of the person 
who is to deliver the address, and the persons who are to read 
papers and the subject of each. (Amended December 28, 
1886.

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III. No person takmg part in a discusaon shall speak 
more than ten minutes at a time or more than twice on one 
subject.

VII. Each committee shall elect its own officers, whose 
terms of office shall commence on their election and continue 
until the appointment of a new committee; and each Standing 
Committee shall continue until its successor shall be appointed. 

All Standing Committees shall meet on the day 
preceding each annual meeting at the place where the same is 
to be held, at such hour as the respective chairmen shall

IX. Special meetings of any committee shall be held at 
such times and places a^ the chainnan thereof may appoint.

FIRST SESSION. 
Wednesday forenoon Ten o'clock.

The First Session of the Mid-WintCT Meeting of The Ohio 
State Bar Association convened in the Assembly Room of 
Hotel Deshler, Coltmibus, with President Edmund B. King 
in the chair.

The Bar Associations 
of the following States have already accepted the provision, 
viz: District of Columbia, Illinois, Indiana, Massachusetts) 
Minnesota, Muiusoun, New York, North Carolina, and 
Rhode Island, and expresfdons from other State Associa- 
tions indicate a general acceptance. It is now proposed to

RECOMMENDATIONS OF COMMITTEE ON JUDICIAL 
ADMINISTRATION AND LEGAL REFORM 



1st. We call to the attention of the Association the fact 
that in the year 1913 the Association recommended the repeal 
of Section 11661 of the General Code of Ohio, which is as 
follows: 

"A general exception taken to a charge of a court 
to a jmy shall apply to all errors of law which exist in 
such charge that are material and prejudicial to the sub- 
stantial rights of the party excepting." 
The matter of urging the repeal of this Section by the 
Legislature should be referred to the Legislative Committee 
or some special committee appointed for that purpose. 

2nd. Also we call to your attention the fact that in 1914 
the Afisociation made the following recommendation: 

"We further recommend that there be enacted some 
provision of law whereby any person is disqualified for 
election and commission as judge of any court of record 
in Ohio unless he be duly licensed to practice law, and be 
a member of the Bar of the State of Ohio." 
Some committee in like manner should be charged with 
the presentation of this recommendation to the Legislature. 

3rd. We recommend that there be a discussion of the 
advisability of adopting in Ohio a judicial system as con- 
stituted in some countries in which there is but one court, 
comprised of several branches, the judges of each and all of 
which branches are interchangeable between courts of their 
own or any other branch to which they may be temporarily 
assigned by the Chief Justice. 

4th. Your committee further recommends that as there is 
now no rule of the supreme court or of statute goveming the 
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procedure under a writ of prohibition, that there be adopted 
by the supreme court rules of court governing such practice. 
5th. Your committee further recommends that there be 
submitted to the people of the state an amendment to the 
constitution authorizing the appointment of women as notari^ 
public. 

6th. Whesreas, There is now an organized effort to secure 
from the present General Assembly certain legislation governing 
the subject of social insurance and there being no reliable 
data upon the subject as yet compiled in this country, your 
committee, therefore, recommends that this Association place 
itself on record as favoring an investigation of the subject by 
a competent disinterested commission to be appointed by the 
Governor of Ohio, and until such investigation be had and re- 
port made, that the GeneralAssembly enact no such legislation. 
7th. Your committee recommends that some committee be 
authorized and requested to draft the necessary bills providing 
that the appellate jurisdiction of the supreme court and the 
court of appeals be made a matter of statute and not of con- 
stitution. This l^slation was approved by the Association 
at its 1916 Annual Meeting, but the same has not received 
the consideration of any committee. 

8th. We recommend that Section 12034 of the General 
Code be amended so as to read as follows: 

When the commissioners are of opinion that the 
estate can not be divided according to the demand of the 
writ without manifest injury to its value, they shall 
return that fact to the court with a just valuation of the 
estate. If the court approves of the return, and one or 
more of the parties elects to take the estate at such 
appraised value, it shall be adjudged to him or them, 
upon his or their paying to the other parties their propor- 
tion of its appraised value, according to their respective 
rights, or securing it as hereinafter provided. 

If there be such election by two or more of the parties 
to take the estate or any parcel thereof separately at the 
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appraised value such estate or parcel may by order of 
the court be adjudged to that one of the parties so electing 
who in open court bids the highest amount therefor. 

Except by agreement of the parties no sale shall be 
ordered within five days after the confirmation of the 
appraisement and if within said time a party shall elect 
to take said estate at the appraised value such election 
shall not be approved by the court until two days after 
the expiration of said five days.

SiHEON M. Johnson, of Cincinnati: I move the adoption 
of the first, second and seventh recommendations of the 
Committee, and that they be referred to the Committee on 
legislation, with instructions to carry out the recommenda- 
tions in this Association. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Simeon M. Johnson, of Cincinnati: Mr. President, it 
seems to me that Section 3 of the report is a very large subject 
and should only be taken up for discussion after thorough 
preparation by trained experts, and I therefore move that the 
consideration of this recommendation be postponed until oui 
Annual Meeting. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Allen Andrews, of Hamilton: I move the adoption of 
the fourth recommendation of the Committee. 

The motion was duly seconded, and after a discussion of 
the same by several members, was carried. 

Sherman FoUett, of the Committee, read the fifth recom- 
mendation of the report, and upon motion duly made and 
seconded, the same was carried. 
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A motion was duly made and seconded to adopt the sixth 
section of the report. After a spirited discussion by several 
members of the Association the motion was lost. 

Edward Kibler, of Newark: I move that recommradation 
eight of the report be referred back to the Committee with 
instructions to re-draft the same and report at the next Annual 
Meeting.

FIRST SESSION. 

Tuesday afternoon Three o'dock. 

July 10, 1917. 

The First Session of the Thirty-eighth Annual Meeting 
of The Ohio State Bar Association was called to order at 
three o'clock by Presadent Edmund B. King. 

President King: Ladies and Gentlemen, the time has 
arrived, as fixed by the program for the opening of the Thirty- 
eighth Annual Meeting of The Ohio State Bar Associadon, 
and under the provisions of the By-Laws the first duty to be 
performed is, I assure you, a pleasant one to me. It is the 
delivery of my address, and when that is finished, I presume 
most of my duties will have been performed. 

I first wish to thank this Association for the honor of having 
been permitted to preside over it dining the last year. I can 
agree with many of my able predecessors that, while it was a 
pleasing duty, yet I have to confess that many of the ideas 
and hopes that I had at the banning of my term have not 
been fully accomplished. Some of the things that I have 
obs^red to which I deem it necessary to call the attention of 
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the convention I shall speak of directly. The President then 
delivered his annual address as follows: 

THE ANNUAL ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT 
Gentlemen of The Ohio State Bar Asaoeiation: 

Prainit me to extend to you my greetings, to this the 
Thirty-eighth Annual Session of our Association, and my 
thanks for the honor of having been permitted to occupy 
this position of trust in your organization for the past 
year. 

It is my duty to make a report of such things as may 
have occurred in our state which may be of interest to 
the Bar of Ohio. We have come together on this occasion, 
meeting in this beautiful place, green with its luxuriant 
foliage, washed by the waters of a peaceful lake, but at a 
time when nations, including our own, are engaged as 
they have been engaged for three years past, in the most 
fearful struggle ever known on this planet. We come as 
the representatives of a great profession, the nature of 
whose calling and the character of whose education is 
such that our members are found in all the great walks 
and events of life, not so much because of the ambitions 
of the individual as from the fact that our experiences 
have been so diverse and cover such a broad range in all 
the affairs of life that we are recognized by the community 
and called upon outside of our professional activities in 
a variety of lines where broad and expansive knowledge 
and experience is reguu^. 

The greatest commission to a foreign coimtry sent out 
by our Government in the last century is headed by that 
distinguished lawyer, the late President of the American 
Bar Association, upon whose shoulders and that of his 
colleagues rest today one of the greatest problems ever 
delegated to free men. He and those who accompany 
him are by their experience and ability to render their 
utmost aid to a struggling nation of one hundred and 
fifty millions of people that within the last few months 
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has started upon a road destined to end in the establish- 
ment in that great nation of "a government of the people 
by the people and for the people." They deserve and will 
receive at the hands of this Republic, whose experience of 
nearly one hundred and fifty years fits it and its states- 
men for the position of advisers, our best efforts, our 
kindest thought, our highest intelligence. 

One by one the governments of autocracy are falling 
amidst the crash of arms and one by one will they con- 
tinue to fall until around this earth there will be known 
only the right of a sovereign people to govern and control 
themselves, divided only . by natural boundaries, by 
divisions as to race or speech or by long recognized divi- 
sional lines, each for itself to determine the character of 
its institutions and to also select those who are to ad- 
minister the powers of its government under the dictation 
and control only of the master, the people. 

OUR ASSOCIATION 
The thirty-seven years that have elapsed since the 
organization of this body have demonstrated fully, we 
think, the necessity and usefulness of such a body of men. 
The only regret we can have is that this necessity and 
us^ulness is not more generally recognized by the mem- 
bers of our profession, and instead of eleven hundred 
memb^B we now have, we ought to have four or five 
thousand. The object and purpose of this Association, 
as defined in its constitution, has been often repeated, 
but as it was prepared by those noble lawyers who lived 
and had their day nearly forty years ago, there can be no 
harm to repeat that this Association "is formed to advancS 
the science of jurisprudence, to uphold integrity, honor 
and courtesy in the legal profession, to encourage thorough, 
liberal l^al education and to cultivate cordial intercourse 
among the members of the Bar." In the great work of 
civilization, in all the ramifications of life itself, the Bar 
must play a most noble and important part. We cannot 
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satisfy our patriotism and our dut? by resting content 
upon our learning, experi^ce and knowledge of subjective 
law. In our professional lives we deal with the rights, the 
properi;y and the reputation of all our citizenship, but 
in all the years of the past have been foremost in preserving 
not only the rectitude of law as such, but the liberty and 
freedom of the individual and in saving intact for our own 
use and to be handed to those who shall. follow, the 
sacred covenant of our constitutional privileges, obligations 
and duties. We have assumed to take a high position 
in the defense of right against wrong, in protesting against 
the abuse of official power, in extolling justice, in pleading 
for loyalty to our great free institutions. Has all this 
fervor and zeal been for the purpose merely of winning 
cases? Have we never really cared about law and justice 
except as available instruments for getting particular 
clients out of trouble? Are we lawyers doing our full 
duty in the development and growth of the law? Like 
every other human institution, with the growth of educa- 
tional opportunity and civilization, the law is bound to 
grow and expand to meet the growing wants and neces- 
sities of the people. The fitness of a people for self-govern- 
ment is measured by their capacity to set up and maintain 
institutions which through governmental agencies may 
carry forward the broad principle of liberty to the in- 
dividual, the highest opportunity for expansion and 
growth. That our highest purposes and wishes may 
be realized, associations have been formed through whose 
instrumentalities the lawyer can make most effective that 
power which has been placed in his hands, a most sacred 
trust. He owes the performance of his duties not only to 
the client who employs him but to the community in 
which he lives and his opportunities are only circum- 
scribed by his own abilities and bis own willingness to use 
those abilities for the public good. 
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THE WORK OF THE PAST YEAR 

First let me say that many of those who were of our 
living membership a year ago have been called from their 
labor to eternal rest. Their names and the biographical 
incidents of each will be set forth by the appropriate com- 
mittee. 

Following the example set by our late President and 
Brother, Charles R. Miller, we met in a mid-winter 
meeting at Colimibus. These of you who were present will 
endorse the statement that it was an exceedingly interest- 
ing and pleasing convention, and your President would 
recommend that these mid-winter meetings be continued 
as long as any of the prosperous commercial cities of our 
state are willing to extend an invitation to this body. I 
thmk these meetings generally increase the interest in 
the Association and will largdy increase the interest in 
the Annual Meeting to be held in mid-summer. It also 
brings the Association in these several communities near 
to the homes of the lawyers and thereby adds to the 
membership from that locality, and thus carries out at 
least one of the objects of the Association, that of cultivat- 
ing cordial intercourse among the members of the Bar, 
and this aside from such interesting topics of discussion 
as may be forwarded at these meetings. 

Since our last meeting, the General Assembly of this 
state has held a biennial session and has passed many 
important laws, a detailed review of which is prevented 
by lack of time and space. Without intending to criticize, 
permit me to say that the work performed indicates that 
the membership of the General Assembly were kept 
exceedingly busy. Not having a full published volume 
of their work, I may say that a casual examination in- 
dicates that they passed something more than two hundred 
laws between the 1st of February and the 21st of March, 
and that the dates upon these several acts indicate that 
most of this work was concluded at the very end of the 
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session, for of those examined we find that fifty-four wra% 
passed on the 20th of March and one hundred and thirty- 
one on the 21st of March, or one hundred and eighty-five 
different acta were put into force, so far as the General 
Assembly was concenied, in two days. We know that it 
was urged that they ought not to consume unnecessary 
time and should adjourn as soon as possible, but I submit 
with some fear and trembling that to pass and put in 
force within two days one himdred and eighty-five separate 
laws is rushing the legislative m\\\ with a speed that I 
predict will unfold a large number of errors, perhaps as 
many as are committed annually by the judges of our 
Nisi Prius Courts, without any opportimity of petition 
in review or certiorari to a higher tribunal. 

The character of this l^islation it is not necessary to 
criticise. It can be estimated now only by its bulk and 
there will be about a thousand printed pages, we are 
informed. This is an average amount as shown by the 
work of the last three General Assemblies. Twenty per 
cent, of this we may say, roughly estimating it, is due 
to the change in party control in the state which has 
occurred each of the two years dining the past six, neces- 
sitating as the party managers or the governors of the 
state thought, a change in the work of the last preceding 
General Assembly, so that many important laws have been 
twice revised within the last four years, the subject matter 
remaining substantially as originally adopted. Among 
these important laws we have the statute on taxation 
chiefiy notable for the change in the machinery of levying 
and collecting taxes, and it might be noted that for the 
first time the General Assembly has provided a gross tax 
upon mortgages to be paid at the time of the filing with 
the recorder, but within the last few days it has been 
determined that this law was over-ripe, and it has fallen 
under the keen sickle of that grim reaper, the Supreme 
Court of our state. The General Assembly also revised 
the highway laws and automobile laws, mainly in the 
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interest of changing the administrative offices connected 
with that department, adding to them scarcely anything 
of importance more than requiring all vehicles, excepting 
baby carriages and hay wagons, to carry lights at night. 
They passed half a dozen laws relating to agriculture, 
the state fair and reorganizing the state board of agri- 
culture; half a dozen more relating to automobiles and 
the manner of their operation; half a dozen more relating 
to common schools and teachers, about eight or nine more 
relating to elections, the two most important of which 
are, one providing for voting of electors who are absent 
from home on election day, and the other, giving to 
women over the age of twenty-one years the right to vote 
in presidential elections, which before it becomes effective 
is to pass the ordeal of a referendum to the electors of the 
state. Your President will take this opportunity to 
predict that by the time peace shall reign over this land 
again, even that limitation upon woman suffrage will 
have been removed. The fish and game interest of the 
state get a half a dozen laws, and about as many more 
relating to procedure and the judiciary; the creation of 
new offenses, and about half a dozen more relating to the 
establishment of municipal courts in different municipal- 
ities of the state. I should like to suggest, if proper 
at this time, that this subject ought to be investigated by 
a committee of this Association for the purpose of prepar- 
ing, if thought wise, a general law. It seems to your 
President that one law might cover this whole subject, 
no matter what the size of the municipality may be. A 
large nmnber of laws on miscellaneous subjects were 
passed, including One that provides that all imtagged 
dogs are outlaws. In these days when the ordinary 
individual is certainly tagged about every week with 
some new device, we wonder why it was thought necessary 
to inflict this penalty which we are unable to impose even 
upon an unlicensed pirate of the high seas. 
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It is not out of the way to surest to this Association 
tiie potinency of a consideration of the jurisdiction of 
our Supreme Court. It is a misnomer to call it a court 
of last resort. We have in the last half dozen years in- 
creased its numbers, provided it with a Chief Justice and 
all the necessary machinery for the hearing and decision 
of causes. Our people have a right to expect that it is a 
couri: for the final detomination of questions of law, and 
yet its membership is compelled to seek cases and oppor- 
tunities for the disposition of its time. It may have filed 
some opinions since I looked up its record the latter part 
of June, but to that date I could discover but forty 
opinions that had been pubhshed in the twelve months 
preceding. If I am inaccurate as to that, it is not a 
very serious inaccuracy. Of the states whose opinions 
are published in the Northeastern Reporter, ignoring the 
cases decided without opinion, in twelve months the 
Coijrt of Appeals of New York published decisions in one 
hundred and eighty-five cases, the Indiana Supreme 
Court in one hundred and thirty-five cases, the Massa- 
chusetts Supreme Court in three hundred and ten cases, 
and Illinois in three hundred and forty-nine cases. 

It is not the number of cases that necessarily vindicate 
the character and high standing of the court, yet we think 
the opinion of lawyers has been that the state of Massa- 
chusetts has a court of high standing. Its judges are 
appointed by the Chief Executive. They hold office for 
life or during good behavior; no political considerations 
control in the tenure of then- office, and we find by an 
examination of the records of that court that they are 
very busy, and the character of the opinions filed in the 
last twelve months will compare favorably with anything 
that has come from that distinguished body in the past 
one hundred years. 

We have a Supreme Court but we are not making the 
use of it that the charaet^ of its membership demands. 
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Its object and purpose in the world of judicature is not 
being fulfilled and utilized as it should be. It is our duty 
and I am sure it may be converted to a successful duty, 
to see that Ohio should provide additional methods of 
appeal, should provide to litigants additional opportunity 
to have a determination of judicial questions by this 
tribunal and that we should have a court, who by the 
jurisdiction conferred upon it, is not an object of ridicule 
to and by other similar state courts, I trust that some 
thing may be speedily done by this Association looking 
towards a suitable increase in the powers and jurisdiction 
of this court. 

My fellow citizens, we meet, as before suggested, 
during a time of a world war. Two previous meetings of 
this Association have been held during the continuance 
of that war. But now the situation is changed, and our 
soldiers are in France and we are a party to the war, 
driven to it by the unjustifiable attacks of autocracy 
upon the people of the world, and the vindication of 
democracy is to be weighed in the stem and awful scale 
efficiency for defense. 

A distinguished President of this Association, who 
afterwards was governor of our state, in 1898 in his annual 
address delivered at the time when we were engaged in 
the war with Spain, feared then that political consider- 
ations or party demands or glory for some administration 
might drive us into a war for land aggrandizement. 
Fortunately we passed through that struggle with the 
acquirement of very little new territory. Three or four 
islands were taken over as matters of defense, and we took 
into our hands two great problems: the establishment of 
a government by the people in the Island of Cuba, which 
problem was fortunately, we think, successfully solved. 
The second of these was the education and enlightenment 
of a barbarous people, but which we accompanied by the 
declaration which has never been changed, that when we 
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believe they are fit for self-goverDment, they should organ- 
ize and maintain their own authority, and we would yield 
to the people of the Philippines the sovereignty of their 
own territory. Thus far it has not been the judgment 
of our Federal Congress and executives that that time 
has been reached, especially in view of the fact that 
thOTe are yet too many greedy national eyes looking for 
undefended territory, but the conviction is just as em- 
phatic that the Philippine people shall have an inde- 
pendent government of their own, as it was when we took 
that land from Spain and recompensed her for its loss by 
the payment of twenty millions of dollars. We have thus 
far in these nineteen years done a great work for these 
people, work of which this nation may well he proud, 
and we had the manliness to stand by our original declara- 
tion that we would not take ov^ the Island of Cuba 
although its situation is such with reference to our own 
territory that many distinguished statesmen both of our 
time and those of sixty and seventy years ago, have 
believed that Cuba ought to belong to the United States. 
We have firmly resisted, however, the desire to take that 
territory or any other for our own use and behoof. 

We have entered this war because of agressions which 
our government and our honor could not longer with- 
stand. We waited two and a half years. Wfe saw our 
ships by the dozens sunk without warning, our women 
and children and unarmed men hurled into watery graves, 
and after repeated warnings, repeated appeals to the 
power eng^ed in this frightful war, we could no longer 
withhold the carrying out of our promises. Where the 
end will be no human being can prophesy. How many of 
our young and stalwart men shall lie in unknown and 
forgotten graves across the sea there are none to answer, 
but our cause is righteous. The United States could not 
have done less. Its patience was long suffering and it waited 
and waited until its citizenship was becoming restive under 
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what it believed was too grave delay. When it came, it 
found our people united and they readily said they would 
forget their criticism of that delay and would yield ready 
and continued support to the heads of the govenmient 
who are conducting the war, and like Sergeant Joy, "We 
will lay our politics out of the way to keep till the war is 
through." 

It has been suggested that this Association might take 
some action incidental to this war, such as agreeing to 
handle the business of any of its young men who may be 
called or who are volunteering to go, turning ov«* to them, 
or to their order, all the profits and emoluments of their 
business. My opinion is that that matter can be best 
handled by local associations who know all the conditions 
and will no doubt take exactly that kind of action. 

However, whatever our age or standing in the com- 
munity, we can at least do our bit. 

"This ia no time to quibble or to fool; 
To argue over who was wrong, who right; 
To measure fealty with a worn foot rule; 
To ask: shall we keep still or shall we fight? 
The clock of fate has struck; the hour is here; 
War is upon us now, not far away; 
One question only arises, clarion clear: 
How may I serve my Country, day by day? 

There is no middle ground on which to stand; 
We've done with useless pro-and-con debates; 
The one time friend, so welcome in this land. 
Has turned upon us at our very gates, 
Thw« is no way, with honor, to stand back — 
Real patriotism isn't cool — then hot; 
You can not trim the flag to fit your lack; 
You are an American — or else you're not."

Secretary Charles E. Blanchard presented his report for 
the year, as follows: 

Cedar Point, July 10, 1917. 
To The Ohio Stale Bar Association: 

Your Secretary submits the following report for the 
past year: 

The combined report of the proceedings of the last 
Annual Meeting held at Cedar Point, July 6th, 6th and 
7th, 1916, and the proceedings of the special Mid- Winter 
Meeting held at Cincinnati, December 28th and 29th, 
1915, constituting Volume 37, has been printed and 
distributed to the members of the Association and to a 
large number of law schools, law libraries and the exchange 
list of the Association throughout the United States. 

By reason of the fact that Volume 37 was to contain 
the proceedings of the two meetings, the Executive Com- 
mittee directed the Secretary to print only the minutes of 
the proceedings at the Mid-Winter Meeting and at the 
Annual Meeting, together with the addresses delivered 
upon invitation at these meetings. To comply with this 
instruction the Secretary eliminated from Volume 37 all 
discussions of the reports of committees, resolutions, 
recommendations and motions. With these eliminations 
the volume remained a large one, consisting of 282 pages. 
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The second Mid- Winter Meeting of the Association 
was arranged for by the Executive Committee and held 
at Columbus on December 20th and 21th, 1916. The 
details of this meeting were worked out and carried into 
effect by a committee of the Franklin County Bar Asso- 
ciation, appointed by the President of that Association, 
of which committee your Secretary was a membw and 
acted as Secretary of the committee. The attendance 
was large, the sessions were businesslike, the addresses 
were interesting, and the entertainment features were 
much enjoyed. An invitation was extended by the 
President of the Franklin County Bar Association to 
make Columbus the permanent Mid- Winter Meeting 
place of the Association. The proceedings of this Mid- 
Winter Meeting will be included in the next Annual Report. 

Notices were duly sent by the Secretary to all standing 
and special committees requesting their attention to such 
matters as had been referred to them, and urging all com- 
mittees to take an active part in furthering the work and 
benefits of the Association. 

The Secretary is of the opinion that the oflSce address 
of many of the members of the Association now appearing 
on the records is incorrect. When some of the applicants 
became members they held a public office and gave their 
address as such; — ^for example, Prosecuting Attorney, 
Common Pleas Judge, etc. At the present time several 
of these members no longer hold public office, but the 
address remains the same upon the records of the Associa- 
tion. In many instances the full business address has 
never been furnished to the officers of the Association. 
The Secretary therefore recommends that each member 
of the Association examine the alphabetical list of members 
appearing at the back of Volume 37, and if he finds that 
his address therein is incorrect or incomplete, that he 
immediately furnish his correct address in full to the 
Secretary and to the Treasurer of the Association. 
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The Secretary throughout the year is frequently 
called upon by numerous law lihraries, general libraries 
and law schools to furnish not only the current report of 
the Association, but reports of sevo^ years past. The 
Association maintains a stock room for surplus reports in 
custody of the Supreme Court Librarian at Columbus. 
From this surplus stock the Secretary has furnished the 
volimaes called for in so far as he has been able to do so. 
It appears, however, that the issues of some of the back 
volumes are entirely exhausted and some others nearly 
exhausted. The Secretary therefore recommaids that 
the Association at this meeting consid^ the advisability 
of reprinting the following volumes: five and six, the issue 
of each being exhausted; and eight and eleven, there being 
only three copies each of these volumes. Volumes five 
and six could be combined into one volume, thereby saving 
expense if reprinted. 

The Secretary has received during the year Annual 
Reports from several State Bar Associations, all of which 
have been duly acknowledged and the Reports turned 
over to the Supreme Court Librarian at Columbus, where 
all memb«^ of the Bar have access to the same. 

M^nbers are particularly requested to register 
promptly and to obtain from the Secretary or the Treas- 
urer tickets for the Annual Dinner.

Don C. Henderson, of Lima, moved that the report be 
received, filed and printed as a part of the record. 

Motion seconded by Warren W. Hole, of Cleveland; motion 
carried. 

President King: I have not appointed an auditing com- 
mittee. If any member of the Association deems that necessary 
and will make the suggestion, I will make the appointment. 
The books of the Secretary and Treasurer, so far as the amounts 
of money are concerned, agree. 

The next is the report of the Executive Committee. Since 
the adoption of the Constitution by the Association last year 
we have had an Executive Committee by force of the dictate 
of the President. The Constitution does not authorize any 
Executive Committee, and carrying out my autocratical 
manner of ruling, I also appointed a committee to revise the 
Constitution, because in the jumble on a very hot day last year 
we undertook to amend the Constitution in two or three ways, 
and when we got through with it, according to the stenographer, 
who seemed to have the only cool head in the party, we did 
not have any Executive Committee. If we had one, under 
another provision of the Constitution, the President of the 
Association is the President of the Executive Committee. So, 
speaking for this defunct Executive Committee, I want to 
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say that, so far as I know, the Committee have done very 
faithful, hard work in endeavoring to secure for this Associa- 
tion a program that would be satisfactory to the members 
of the Bar. We had certain notions about it, and when we 
stated out to put those notions into operation, we found other 
people had other notions. It has been a very difficult year or 
us to. find the sort of talent that we thought we would like te 
get. Notwithstanding that, I have no doubt that the Associa- 
tion will be entirely satisfied with the kind of talent that we 
have secured. This only applies in one instance, to the Annual 
Address on some public question. Fortunately we were able 
to find a man who was willing to deliver one. We worked very 
diligently and found a great many capable men who were 
unwilling to do it on account of other public duties. I am 
informed by telegram that Mr. Rosenbaum will be here in 
the morning, and that that part of the program will be carried 
out. He is a very interesting speaker, and I know that the 
subject of his address is one that will interest the bar. That 
is the report of the Executive Committee. 

Chairman William J. Geer, of the Committee on Grievances, 
presented the following report: 

We are happy to state there have been no grievances 
under our consideration for the past year, indicating 
that the high moral and professional standuxl of this body 
has been maintained by the individual members thereof. 
The report was received and approved. 
Chairman Charles B. Hunt, of the Committee on Legisla- 
tion, presented the following report: 

Mr, President, this committee is a very important 
committee, and I wish to state that the Chairman desig- 
nated by the President was unable to serve and I was 
requested to take charge of the matter about the middle 
of February or the first of March. I have no report to 
make for the committee because I have never called the 
committee together. The situation seemed to be this, 
that at the time that I was requested to take charge of 
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the matter, the Legislature had adopted a program of 
legislation and was about to adjourn, and did soon after 
that. I found from inquiry and talking to the members 
of the Judiciary Committee of the Legislature that there 
was DO possibility of getting our various matters through 
at that session, and for that reason I did not put the mem- 
bos of the committee to the expense and trouble of 
coming to Columbus to hold a meeting. If thoe is any 
blame to be attached in that matter, I am willing to 
shoulder it. 

I wish to say this, that before I was requested to take 
charge of the matter bills had been introduced into the 
Legislature and aft^'wards became laws, providing that 
only members of the Bar could bold the offices of Supreme, 
Appellate or Common Pleas Judge. I had the Chairman 
of the House Judiciary Committee introduce a resolution 
providing for a constitutional amendment, authorizing 
women to be notaries public, but so far as I am informed 
nothing further came of it. The proposition to amend 
the statute providing for exceptions to the charge of the 
court I took up with three members of the judiciary 
committee of the house, two of them being ex-common 
pleas judges, and they all refused to sponsor the proposi- 
tion or to introduce a bill having to do with the matter, 
so that in the condition in which legislation was at that 
time I did not consider it worth while to take any further 
action. 

Now, I have made no written report. As I say, the 
Committee has no report, because it has never had a 
meeting so far as I know. I should say, too, that Mr. 
Jones, the member from Columbus, took up the matter 
with the Senate Judicial Committee in regard to some of 
these matto^, but was unable to do anything with them 
or to push anything through. 

I would like to make this further statement, that if 
the Committee on Legislation is to accomplish much 
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with the legislators, in my judgment it will be necessary 
for it to organize some time before the Legislature meets 
and plan a campaign very carefully, and this Association 
ought to make an appropriation of some sort to pay the 
expenses of the members who go there to get the bills 
through. If that is not done, only those persons should 
be appointed on the Committee on L^slation who are 
sponsors for the propositions which are desired to be 
put through the Legislature, and they will take personal 
interest in them, and perhaps accomplish more. 
On motion the report of the Committee was received and 
approved. 

On motion of Ensign N. Brown, of Yoxmgstown, seconded 
by Simeon M. Johnson, of Cincinnati, and carried, the report 
ot the Special Committee on Uniform System of Reporting 
was deferred to the next session. 

Chairman A. D. Follett, of the Special Committee on 
Re-drafting Constitution, moved that consideration of the 
report of the Committee be deferred to the next session, and 
that the Secretary be instructed in the meantime to place 
printed copies in tiie hands of each member. 

Motion seconded by Ensign N. Brown, of Youngatown;

The session was called to order by the President at ten 
o'clock. 

Chaiiman Daniel W. Iddings, of the Special Committee 
on Uniform System of Reporting, presented the report of the 
Committee, as follows: 

Cedar Point, Ohio, July 10, 1917. 
To the Officers and Members 

o/ The Ohio State Bar Association. 
Gentlemen: 

Your Committee considers that the reformation of 
the present system— or rather lack of system, — of reporting 
the decisions of the courts of this state is demanded in 
several ways other than mere uniformity, and therefore 
conceives its duty to be somewhat broader than the title 
of its appointment. 

This Committee came into existence at the session 
of this Association held July 7, 1915, in connection with 
the Report of the Committee on Judicial Administration 
and Legal Reform, submitted by Judge Louis H. Winch, 
Chairman Pro Tem of that Committee. The remarks 
of Judge Winch, Supreme Court Reporter Randall and 
the late George R. Young, on the subject were so forcible 
as to result in the creation and appointment of this specisil 
committee, with full power to consider the "whole subject 
and formulate a report and plana for remedying the abuses 
which have arisen." Of this Committee the late Mr. 
Young became Chairman, Mr. Randall, the Supreme 
Court Reporter, having refused the Chairmanship for 
reasons of propriety. 

(1915) 36 0. S. Bar Associatim Report, 43-i8 
The work of the Committee was immediately taken 
up, and as reported to this body at its last session on July 
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7, 1916, by Mr. Brown, of the Committee, a conference 
was had with the Judges of the Court of Appeals at its 
annual meeting in September, 1915, resulting in the 
amendment on September 21, 1915, of Rule 12 of the 
Rules of Practice of the Courts of Appeals of Ohio so 
as to read as follows: 

"No case shall be reported for publication except 
such as may be selected by the several Courts of 
Appeals, or by a majority of the Judges thereof. 
Whenever it has been thus decided to report a case 
for publication the syllabus thereof shall be prepared 
by the Judge delivering the opinion, and approved 
by a majority of the members of the court; and 
the report may be per curiam, or if an opinion be 
reported, the same shall be written in as brief and 
concise form as may be consistent with a clear 
presentation of the law of the case. Opinions for 
permanent publication in book form shall be furnished 
to the official Reporter of the Court of Appeals and 
to no other person. Only such cases as are hereafter 
reported in accordance with this rule shall be recog- 
nized by and receive the official sanction of the Court 
of Appeals." 

In the same connection at the last meeting of this 
Association the present Chairman of this Committee 
was appointed to fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
George R. Young, Esq. 
I. As TO MiSNOBlER REPORTS. 

Your Committee feels that amended Rule 12 of the 
Rules of Practice of the Courts of Appeals of Ohio ought 
to have afforded complete relief. However, through 
inattention to its provisions on the part of certain pub- 
lishers, it has almost totally failed of its purpose, and 
today we are in the ridiculous position as lawyers citing 
the decisions of our Courts of Appeals in the misnomer 
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publications known as "Circuit Court Reports, New 
Series," and "Circuit Decisions." 

We le^n that one of these publishers is about to 
conform to the rule and cease publishing the bound form 
books known as "Circuit Decisions." So that the triplica- 
tion of the Reports of the Courts of Appeals is about to 
be reduced to duplication at least. Therefore it is fair to 
presume that we are progressing toward the desired goal 
of one official set of reports for our Courts of Appeals, 
published uniformly with our Supreme Court Reports, 
by the same capable Reporter and Staff. 

It is to be hoped that voluntary acquiescence of the 
other publisher to suspend the publication of future 
bound volumes of the so-called "Circuit Court Reports, 
New Series," can be had, but if not the judges of the Courts 
of Appeals should request the official reporter to refuse 
furnish copies of their decisions for publication before 
official report. It has been decided by the Supreme Court 
of Connecticut that the official reporter under a like 
situation is entirely within his rights in so refusing. 
(1892) Peck PS. Hooker, Reporter, 61 Conn. ilS 

As a further precaution Rule 12 of the Rules of Practice 
of the Courts of Appeals might be further amended in line 
with a rule of the Kentucky Court of Appeals to the effect 
that briefs citing one of these unofficial reports shall be 
stricken out with costs, if the same case has been reported 
officially. A similar rule might also be well adopted by 
our Supreme Court. Then it will behoove the Judges of 
the Courts of Appeals and the reporter to closely co- 
operate so that tiie official reports of this court maybe 
kept fairly up to date. 

II. As TO Weekly Law Reporters and Nisi Peius 
Reports. 
We would leave to weekly law reporters the task of 
reporting the decisions of the Supreme, Appellate and 
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lower courts in advance form. We would also leave to 
them the continuation of the publication in bound form 
of the reports of the decisions of the lower coiirts, of which 
official publication is a doubtful matter, and can well 
be left to private enterprise. 

III. As TO Multiplicity op Bound Volumes of Rbpobts. 

In the Report of the Committee on Judicial Administra- 
tion and L^al Reform to the Ohio State Bar Association 
in 1906, it was recommended that Section 428 Revised 
Statutes of Ohio, now Section 1484 of the General Code 
of Ohio, he amended so as to read as follows: 

"The (Supreme) Court shall, upon the decision 
of every case, except in cases of aflBrmance by an 
equally divided Court, give a statement in writing of 
the facts therein, together with its decision upon each 
question arising in the record of the case, whether 
made in disposing of a motion or otherwise, which 
written opinion shall be filed and remain in the office of 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court, and the Court ^all 
cause the same to be reported; provided, that only 
such decisions shall be reported in full as determine 
or modify any theretofore unsettled or new and im- 
portant question of law in this State, or that give 
construction to a statute of ambiguous or doubtful 
import, together with such other of its decisions as 
are deemed by the Court of public interest and im- 
portance. The Clerk of the Supreme Court shall 
furnish, upon request and upon being paid the fees 
provided for by law for clerks of Common Pleas 
Courts for like services, a certified copy of such 
written opinion which shall be received in all the 
courts of the State, with the same authority as if 
published in the reports of said court." 

(1906) 27 0. S. Bar Ass'n. Rpts. 8-9 
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It is submitted that some such ^nendment should 
now be made, so that ev«y case will be reported in the 
sense that a written opinion, with the reasons therefor, 
is filed in each case and remains with the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court, subject to certified copy, but only such 
decisions shall find their way into the bound volumes of 
reports "as determine or modify any theretofore unsettled 
or new and important question of law in this State, or 
that give construction to a statute of ambiguous or doubtful 
import, together with such other of its decisions as are 
deemed by the court of public inter^t and importance," 
but to include all decisions covering constitutional ques- 
tions, in which latter cases syllabi will be prepared by 
the court, as its rules requh^. 

In amending this section it is also submitted that it 
should be made to apply to the Coiirts of Appeals as 
well, as its judges similarly prepare the syllabi or head- 
notes of such of its decisions as are to be published, and 
that a written opinion, with reasons therefor, should be 
filed in each case with the Clerks of the Appellate Courts, 
and a copy thereof sent to the official reporter at Columbus. 
Rule XII of that court should be amended accordingly, 
making it obligatory on such court to said copies of all 
opinions to the reporter, the question of publication in 
bound form to rest in his judgment, as it should. The 
Appellate Court might well hold in contempt of Court 
any clerk, deputy, stenographer or other officer furnishing 
copies of such decisions for publication in violation of the 
rule. 

It is also submitted that some such arrangement of 
filing all opinions but not printing them all would satisfy 
the requirements of our present Constitution, as an 
opinion may be said to be reported whether printed or 
only viritten.

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IV. As TO Uniformity of Indexing and Digesting. 
With reference to indexing Mid digesting, uniformity 

of system, or really one system or scheme, should not only 
prevail within each state as to the reports and digests of 
that state, and perhaps as to the statutes and codes, but 
should prevail as well throughout the several states and 
the federal publications. The most complete and most 
used, — therefore most nearly uniform already, — ^is the 
American Digest or Reporter System Classification 
Scheme, which should be made the general basic scheme, 
subject to such minor qualifications as may be required 
in certain states, our own included. 

This Committee requests this Association to memorial- 
ize the American Bar Association and its Commissioners 
on Uniform State Laws to take appropriate action on 
this subject and in a preliminary way to invite all of the 
State Reporters to be present at a special meeting in 
connection with the next annual meeting of the American 
Bar Association to be held at Saratoga Springs, N. Y., 
September 4th, 5th and 6th next, at which time it is to 
be hoped that such State Reporters may form a national 
organization, to be co-ordinated, and meet annually with 
the American Bar Association. 

V. Conclusion. 

Meantime the judges themselves can effect much of the 
needed reform by pointed suggestions from the bench, 
without reference to rules or laws. The English judges 
do not he^tate to do this. Thus we find the Lord Chan- 
ceHcn*, Viscount Haldane, saying to counsel who cited 
"The Laws of England, edited by heard Halsbury;" "So 
far as I am concerned, I have already expressed the 
opinion, and I express it once again, that, although this 
work is edited by a very eminent lawyer, and several 
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eminent lawyers have writt^i in it, / protest agaitat its 
being ated as an authority, and I may say that it is not to 
be cited here again."

ASSOCIATION IS SUBMITTED 
VI. COJJMIITEB. 

The members of this Association, from each of the 
Common Pleas Judicial Districts of Ohio, existing prior 
to 1914, shall choose from their respective Districts one 
member of each of the following Committees: 
Executive Membership Legal Education 

Grievances Legal Biography Legislation 

Judicial Administration and Legal Reform 
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A majority of the members of a committee shall con- 
stitute a quonim; and, excepting the Executive Committee, 
each committee shall choose a Chairman and Secretary: 
and at each annual meeting of said Association, every 
committee shall report in writing a summary of its proceed- 
ings since the last annual report, together with any 
suggestions the Committee may deem suitable and pertain- 
ing to its powers, duties or business ; which reports, togeth^ 
with the proceedings of the annual meetings, shall be pre- 
pared and printed by the Secretary of said AssociaUon, 
mider the direction of the Executive Committee, and 
together with the Constitution, By-Laws, names and 
residences of officers, standing committees and members 
of the Association, as soon as practicable after each 
annual meeting. 

VII. The President of said Association by and with 
the approval of the Executive Committee may remove 
any member of any standing committee from office for 
failure to attend to his duties, and may appoint members 
of said Association residing in said respective districts 
to fill any vacancies caused by removal from office or 
resignation or death of such member, or failure of the 
members of said Association from any district to select 
a member of any such committee or committees.

On behalf of the Committee, the Chairman moved the 
adoption of the amendments. 
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Motion duly seconded and carried. 
Chairman George W. Ritter, of Toledo, of the Special 
Committee on Co-operation Among Bar Associations, pre- 
sented the following r^cHi on behalf of the Committee: 

Prominent members of this Association, in the dis- 
cussion of questions presented to the Association, have 
called our attention to the fact that the Constitution and 
By-Laws of this organization provide that the purpose of 
this organization is to promote social intercourse among 
the members of the Bar of Ohio. It seems to be the 
unanimous opinion of the Bar that the Association has 
been a success as a failure, in the carrying out of this 
purpose. Perhaps the failure may be due to the lack of 
purpose of the Association. It may also be due to a lack 
of a forceful and active organization. 

The action taken by this Association at its mid-winter 
meeting in the passage of a resolution authorizing the 
appointment of this Committee for the purpose of en- 
deavoring to make some arrangement whereby there 
would be a closer co-operation between the various County 
Associations and this organization, would indicate the 
advisability and desirability of such action, especially 
in view of the fact that the motion was adopted without 
argument, and unanimously, th«*e being present about 
twenty-five members of the Association at that time. 

Perhaps a successful co-operation between the County 
Bar Association and the State Bar Association will be a 
sort of a remedy, but it seems to us that it will not entirely 
accomplish its purpose, for firstly, in order that there be 
co-operation between County Bar Associations and this 
Association, there must be County Bar Associations. 
Strange as it may seem, there are many counties in this 
state that do not have a Bar Association, and therefore, the 
first thmg to be accomplished is to see that Bar Associa- 
tions are organized in these counties. 
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We recommend a re-organization of this Association 
and of all of the County Bar Associations which are now 
organized, so as to make the county organizations auxiliary 
societies to this organization, and that auxiliary societies 
be organized in such counties which now have no Bar 
Associations; that a member of the Bar, by becoming a 
member of the auxiliary or county society, thereby be- 
comes a member of the State Association, payment of dues 
to be made directly to the auxiliary or county society and 
a certain proportion of these dues to be paid to the State 
Association ; that the State Association enter more largely 
upon a field of public endeavor, giving attention to public 
questions, and not limiting our endeavors to the con- 
fines of the narrow provisions of our present Constitution; 
that when matters of importance to the state of Ohio 
are being considered, lawyers, as an organization, can be 
ready to take their part in promoting the welfare of our 
state. 

We further recommend that in order to successfully 
accomplish the purposes above suggested, that the mem- 
bers of the Association be given an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the consideration of questions presented to the 
Association. There certainly is very little merit to recom- 
mendations coming from this Association, representing the 
Bar of Ohio, when a majority of persons carrying a resolu- 
tion is fairly estimated to be between twenty-five and fifty. 
We, as lawyers, certainly can devise a method of procuring 
an expression of the Bar of this state upon matters pre- 
sented to this Association for recommendation, by securing 
a more representative vote, if we should submit these 
matters to the various county societies for their consider- 
ation and vote, or even by submitting them directly by 
mail to the various members of the Association. 

I might suggest that I understand in Cleveland they 
have a method of procuring the sentiment of the membra 
of the Bar Association by sending out the proposals and 
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recommendations submitted to the Association by postal 
card or letter, giving each memb^ an opportunity to 
vote; in that way they do not have proposals adopted on 
a vote of five per cait. of the memb^^ip, or less. 

We think that the duties of the Secretary of this 
Association should be many and constant, and that the 
Secretary, or at least an As^stant Secretary, a memb«" of 
the Bar of tiiis state, should be employed to give his 
entire time and attrition to the affairs of the State Associa- 
tion. His duties should require him to visit the various 
counties of the state, to arrange for the organization of 
county societies, to see that all ethical members of the 
profession belong to the society, take an interest -in the 
development of the thought and training of the young 
men who are about to become lawyers, have the public 
realize that men who do not join the society are not counted 
among the rentable practitioners of the community. 

This method is adopted by oth^ professions. In the 
medical fraternity, upon joining the county society, the 
member automatically becomes a member of the state 
and national societies; their dues are p»d to the local 
society. And you all know the standing of the medical 
man who does not belong to his society. It seems to us 
that that is an effective way of getting the lawyers into 
an effective working unit. 

There are other activities which we might suggest, 
for instance, we have in Ohio two weekly legal publica- 
tions. Without attempting to pass upon the relative 
merits of either one, we desire to offer the following exEimple 
of criticism, which is equally applicable to both. Recently, 
in one of the publications, one of the Judges of the Common 
Pleas Court wrote an opinion, which took up forty pages 
of one of these publications. It was afterward reported 
in the 'Nisi Prius Reports, new series, taking up over 
forty p^es of this report, wha«as, even before the case 
was published in this law journal, the Court of Appeals 
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had reversed the case, holding that they could not concur 
in the views expressed by the trial court in his opinion. 
This, we submit, is not an unusual occurrence. It results 
in the lawyers of Ohio, the law libraries', and people out- 
side of Ohio, paying for law publications and law reports, 
parts of which are wholly useless, even worse than useless, 
they are misleading and harmful. If necessary, in the 
protection of ourselves and those equally intffl^ted in the 
law, perhaps an arrangement may be made whereby our 
Association can publish its own journal. At least, it 
can give some attention to the publication of cases, to 
prevent the publication of nisi prius decisions which are 
subsequently reversed by higher courts. 

To go into any further discussion of the possibilities of 
this question would seem to be diverging from the purposes 
for which this Committee was appointed. We are present* 
ing these suggestions for the purpose of giving some idea 
of what can actually be accomplished by a real live 
organization. 

We have further considered the advisability of present- 
ing at this time a proposal for the amendment of the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws of the Association, in accordance 
with these views, but we have decided to recommend that 
action upon the matter of the amendment to the Con- 
stitution and By-Laws be deferred, until after the next 
meeting of the American Bar Association, with a view of 
attempting to interest the American Bar Association in 
the plan which will involve an interlocking co-operation 
between the County and State Bar Associations of all of 
the states in the Union with the American Bar Association, 
whereby a lawyer, becoming a member of the County 
Association, automatically becomes a member of the 
State Association, and also a member of the National 
Association, thus extending the influence of the American 
Bar Association, by reason of a personal touch between 
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that organization and the lawyer in the smallest village 
in the remotest part of the United States. 

The American Bar Association, we are informed, had 
a provision submitted last year which required members 
of the American Bar Association to be members of the 
State Association. There were many members of that 
body not members of the local bodies. This proposition 
will not eliminate members of the American Association 
who are not members of the local oi^anization, but the 
purpose is that, upon a lawyer's joining a County Associa- 
tion, he shall thereby become a member of the State and 
National Associations. 

We therefore recommend that the delegates of this 
Association to the American Association, present to the 
American Association a proposal for an amendment to its 
Constitution and By-Laws, so as to provide for the 
arranging of the State Bar Associations of the various states 
of the United States as auxiliary societies to the American 
Bar Association, and that the County Bar Associations be 
made as auxiliary societies to the State Bar Association. 
Upon a member of the Bar becoming a member of the 
county society, he thereby becomes a member of the 
State Association of the state in which he lives, and also 
a member of the American Bar Association, all this with 
a view of solidifying the efforts and action.of the Bar of 
the United States, and better preparing the lawyers to 
assist the government and its people in any public and 
national necessity. 

In accordance with the views of the Committee, I 
therefore move you, Mr. President, that the report of the 
Committee be accepted and that definite action of this 
Association upon this matter be deferred until our Mid- 
Winter session ; that the delegates of this Association to 
the next meeting of the American Bar Association be 
instructed to present a resolution to provide for the amend 
ment to the Constitution and By-Laws of the American 
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Bar Association so as to bring about tm interlocking 
relation between the various State Bar Associations with 
the American Bar Association and also, if possible, to 
bring about a similar arrangement between the County 
and State Bar Associations, so that the State and County- 
Bar Associations shall be auxiliary to the American Bar 
Association. 

Motion duly seconded. 

N. B. BiLLlNSGLEY, of Lisbon: The American Bar Associa- 
tion has a committee that has berai engaged for some time 
in working out a plan for co-operation between the Associa- 
tions. That committee will be in session the day before the 
first session of the American Bar Association. It seems to 
me it would be proper to have this recommendation submitted 
to that committee. 

Chairman Ritter: The committee will accept that 
suggestion. 

President King: The instruction of the delegates perhaps 
should be a separate motion. If there is no objection, the 
question will be separated. 

C. W. OsBOBN, of Youngstown: I move that the consido-- 
ation of the report of the committee be postponed until the 
next meeting of this Association. 

Motion diily seconded and carried. 

Chairman Ritteb: I move that we recommend to this 
committee of the American Bar Association the adoption of 
the plan. 

Motion seconded and discussed. 

Henry J. Booth, of Columbus: I move, as a substitute, 
that the delegates of this Association to the American Bar 
Association be instructed to take this matta- up for consida-- 
ation with the proper representatives of the American Bar 
Association or with the Association itself, and report back to 
us on the subject at om* next meeting. 

Substitute motion duly seconded and carried. 
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Chairman A. C. Shattuck presented the report of the 
Committee on L^al Education as follows: 

To the Honorable Edmund B. King, Preaidenl, and 

the Members of The Ohio State Bar Aasoeiation. 
Gentlemen: 

It would appear from the records of the proceedings 
of the Ohio State Bar Association that the necessity for a 
Committee on Legal Education, has not been considered 
by the members of the legal profession in this state as 
particularly conspicuous. In going over the annual reports 
for the past ten or twelve yearsj we f^ed to find that any 
matter whatever has been referred to this Committee 
for consideration, either by the State Association, any 
officer of the Association, any Local Bar Association or 
any member of the legal fraternity of this state. We also 
find that only two reports have been made by this Com- 
mittee in the past twelve years, one of which was made 
in 1908 and the other at the last meeting of this Associa- 
tion. Both of these reports were of such a character as 
warranted consideration and definite action on the part of 
this Association. Just what was done in each case we have 
been unable to determine from the published reports. 

It has occurred to the Committee that the members 
of our profession, particularly those who are members of 
this Association, either have not given this subject of 
I^ga] Education any very serious consideration, or have 
concluded that it is a subject about which and in which 
they have very little interest. Our Committee feels, 
however, that this is not the proper attitude for our 
profession to take and that the importance of the subject 
of Legal Education, which means not simply the studying 
and learning the law, but also demonstrating that one 
who pursues this study possesses and practices a proper 
code of l€^ ethics, is so vital to the ultimate success, high 
standing and reputation in the community of every practic- 
ing lawyer that each of us should be willing to give this 
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subject sincere, painstaking and unbiased consideration 
and study, and be prepared to act intelligently upon any 
matter which should properly come within the jurisdiction 
of this Committee. 

During the current year there has been no meeting 
of tills Committee. No member of the Committee has been 
called upon to present any subject either to the Com- 
mittee or to the Association for consideration. Some 
correspondence has been carried on but with vCTy in- 
different results. It follows, therefore, that the Com- 
mittee has very little to suggest for the consideration of the 
Association. 

The report submitted by the Committee on L^ial 
Education at the last meeting of this Association indicates 
very clearly the diversity of the provisions in the various 
states for admission to the Bar and for preliminary educa- 
tion required before the study of law is begun. It is a 
situation to be regretted, if not deplored, that the various 
states of this Union cannot reach or agree upon some 
common ground that shall be adopted by all, both for 
preliminary education and for admission to the Bar. If 
this could be accomplished it would be a long step in the 
right direction. We believe that this Association should 
lend its influence to the attempts of the American Bar 
Association to bring about this much desired condition. 

Another matter which has come to our attention and 
which we feel would benefit our profession and raise the 
standard of those who are admitted to it, is to increase the 
preliminary education required before one is permitted 
to b€^n the study of law, and also to require that every 
applicant for examination for admission to the Bar in 
this state, shall a sufficient time before he is allowed to 
take this examination file an application therefor, setting 
forth his literary qualifications and submit his credentials 
as to moral character, in order that both of these matters 
may be carefully investigated by the proper authorities. 
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The lack of sufficient scrutiny of both of these essentials 
for admission to the Bar has undoubtedly lowered the 
standard of our profession. 

The number of new subjects which are presented to our 
profession for consideration, such as the Inheritance 
Tax, Employer's Liability, Income Tax, Interstate Com- 
mwce, Workmen's Compensation, etc., should, we believe, 
be a part of the curriculum of each law school and a part of 
the required study for each applicant for admission to the 
Bar. The addition of such studies will necessarily demand 
a longer course of study. We are not disposed to object 
to this »id feel that when all applicants for admission 
to the Bar are required to spend four years rather than 
three in the study of law, our profession will be raised to 
a higher plane of efficiency and be more useful to the com- 
munity. 

While it is probably true that our profession as an 
entirety compares favorably in respect to educational 
qualifications with any oth^ profession, it is equally 
certain that we have been and still are slow to make any 
innovation in methods that have been in vogue and in 
this matter of Legal Education we have been consistent 
with our former record. It will probably take some time 
to satisfy the members of our profession that higher 
educational fitness and moral sensibilities are demanded 
today then ever before. We cannot fail to see that this 
is true in ev^y walk of life and it is high time that it was 
realized by every lawyer in the land.

Don C. Henderson, of Lima, moved that the report 
be accepted and placed on file. 
Motion seconded and carried. 
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Simeon M. Johnson, of Cincinnati, Chairman of the Special 
Committee, presented the following memorial to Past President 
Charles R. Miller: 

Mr. Johnson: Before reading this report I want to saj 
that before Mr. Miller was elected president, he was com- 
paratively unknown to the great body of the members outside 
of the city of Cleveland, but he endeared himself to everybody 
mtb whom he came into association. I think our unanimous 
verdict must be that he was a high minded, honorable gentle- 
man in the truest sense of the word, realizing the definition in 
the classics of a gentleman, — "High erected thought, seated 
in a heart of courtesy." 

On Monday, December 18, 1916, as the members of 
the State Bar Association were about to convene at 
Columbus, for the second of their mid-winter sessions, 
he who had proposed and inaugurated them, and at 
Cincinnati the year before had presided over the deUber- 
ations of the first, passed away at his home in Cleveland, 
ending at the age of fifty-nine, a life full of honors and of 
service to the Bar and to his fellow men. 

Charles R. Miller was bom in Canton, Stark County, 
Ohio, in 1858. His father, William K. Miller, a second 
cousin of William McKinley, managed all of the latter's 
congressional campaigns, and for many years his son 
was secretary of McKinley's Campaign Committee. 

After graduation from the Canton High School in 
1877, Charles R. Miller entered the law oflSce of Major 
McKinley as a student, and two years later was admitted 
to practice, after examination by a committee of which 
the late Governor George K. NasJi was chairman, heading 
his class with a grade of 99. After a year's work with 
the firm of I^tep and Squire, of Cleveland, he opened an 
office for himself at Canton. Three years later he married 
Evelyn Rose, daughter of the late Wilham G. Rose, of 
Cleveland. In 1886 he formed a law partnw^hip with 
Senator Atlee Pomerene, which continued until his removal 
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to Cleveland in 1901. In 1891 he was admitted to prac- 
tice in the Supreme Court of the United States, bis sponsra- 
being William H. Taft. 

He early took an interest in military affaire, having 
been connected with the Eighth Ohio Infantry, in which 
he attained to a captaincy, with a commission dating back 
in 1893. At the outbresjc of the Spanish-American War, 
upon the recommendation of General Sharpe, U. S. A., he 
was appointed Captain and Assistant Adjutant General, 
and assigned to duty with the 1st Brigade, let Division, 
2nd Army Corps. Of his service with that brigade. 
Genial J. W. Plume, U. S. V., commanding, left this 
record in the files of the War Department. 

"His duties w«% so performed that little more 
than signing my name was left for me to do. As a 
soldier he was actuated by a high sense of honor in 
all the duties he was called to perform — careful to 
obey orders to the minutest detail and equally 
zealous in exacting the same compliance of others; 
a strict disciplmarian but invariably courteous, care- 
ful in example, cheraful in disposition; a thorough 
soldier." 
Joining in the recommendation of General Butler, 
the Division Commander, General W. M. Graham, 
commanding the corps, ao warmly endorsed Captain 
Miller's record, that his promotion to Major and Assistant 
Adjutant General followed on August 2, 1898. He con- 
tinued in this capacity throughout the war, and was dis- 
charged January 1, 1899. 

Major Miller's untiring interest in everything pertain- 
ing to his comrades and their welfare procured his elec- 
tion in 1900 as Judge Advocate General, and in 1906 
he was chosen Commander-in-Chief of the United Spanish 
War Veterans, What he accomplished during his in- 
cimibency in this office set a high water mark in the 
history of the organization and established a record of 
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such permanent value that hia name will never be for- 
gotten by its members. 

He was a member of Russell E. Burdick Camp No. 41, 
of Ohio, United Spanish War Veterans, and was never 
known to miss a meeting. He was also a member of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the United States, 
the Military Order of Foreign Wars of the United States, 
and of the Army & Navy Club at Washington. 

Major Miller always took a great interest in political 
affairs, assisting in practically all campaigns as an advocate 
of Republican principles and candidates from earliest 
times to the date of hia death. In 1896 he was nominated 
and elected a Presidential Elector, and had the privilege 
to cast his ballot for William McKinley. He declined 
President McKinley'a proffer of appointment as United 
States Commissioner of Patents, and was never a candi- 
date for elective office. Hia activities in politics were 
always unselfiah and looked to the advancement of others, 
not of himsdf . 

In 1900 he was elected President of the Commercial 
Law League of America, and served in that position with 
great fidelity and success. In 1901 he moved from Canton 
to Cleveland and joined the late Albert H. Weed, forming 
the firm of Weed and Miller, into which later William 
Rothenberg was taken as a member, and still later, 
William R. Miller, a son of Major Miller, the firm having 
been known in later years as Weed, Miller and Rothenberg 
He was uniformly successful in the practice of his profes- 
sion and gave particular attention to and was especially 
skilled in the trial of patent causes. He was the author 
of a text book in general use on "Conditional Sales" and 
was a constant contributor to the legal literature of the 
law journals. 

Major Miller was a Master Mason, one of the founders, 
as well as the first President of the Cleveland Rotary 
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Club, a member of tiie Cleveland Athletic Club and of 
the Union Club. 

Id the year 1913 he was unanimously chosen President 
of the Cleveland Bar Association. He found that organ- 
ization inactive, almost moribund. He installed into it 
his own great enthusiasm, and after three consecutive 
years of service as its chief, during which he devoted a 
great part of his time to its affairs, he left it an active 
and vital force for good both to the Beu* and the public. 
In 1915, because of his great service to the local Bar, bis 
Cleveland friends successfully urged his selection as 
President of the State Bar Association. His great services 
to this organization are too recent to need recounting. 
No task was too arduous, no journey too long for him 
to take during the year of his incumbency as President, 
if it promised something of good for the Association. In 
the spring of 1916 he declined a tendered re-election as 
President of the Cleveland Bar Association. 

Major Millo- is survived by his widow, his son, WUliam 
R. Miller, and a daughter, Mrs. H. C. Hyatt, whose husband 
is the City Forester of Cleveland. 

Rarely do we find a man so willing unselfishly to devote 
his time and talents to the interest of others as was he, 
and his greatest reward is the sincere and lasting r^ard 
in which he was held by all when living, and which will 
linger amongst those who surive him. 
Simeon M. Johnson, of Cincinnati: Mr, Presidwit, having 

presented this memorial, I move its adoption and ask that it 

be spread upon the minutes, and a copy be sent to the family 

of Mr. Miller.

Your Committee on Judicial Adminialration and 
Legal Reform submits the following report: 
L 
We recommend a discussion by the Association of 
the advisability of establishing in Ohio a modem unified 
court system.

II. 
We recommend that the Attorney General be em- 
powered to supervise legislation and, in order to secure 
that result, that so much of Section 342-3 of the General 
Code (Enacted, 101 O. L. 144; repealed, 103 O. L. 860) 
as was embraced in the following quotation therefrom 
be re-enacted: 

"At the convening of the General Assembly, tmd 
at such other times as he shall deem proper, the 
attorney-general shall make reports to the General 
Assembly of all acts that may have been found by 
him to be incorrect, or that may have been inconsistent 
with other acts, and also report acts that have been 
held imconstitutional by the Supreme Court. He 
shall prepare and submit to the General Assembly 
bills codifying such parts of the statutes as he shall 
deem necessary, and he shall make such other recom- 
mendations as to the codification of the laws as he 
shall deem to be for the best interests of the state." 
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' Further, that the following provision be added to the 
proposed section: 

"He shall at the request of any standing or 
special committee of either house of the Gen^^ 
Assembly, or joint committee of both houses, forth- 
with examine any bill which may have been favorably 
considered by such committee with a view to recom- 
mending the passage thereof, and all amendments 
determined upon by such committee, and shall 
report to such committee such changes or amend- 
ments in the language or the General Code section 
numbers thereof as he may deem advisable in order 
to render such bill correct in phraseology, and con- 
sistent in substance with the laws which would remain 
in force if the bill as amended should become a law, 
as well as consistent in code numbering and chapter 
headings with the frame work and arrangement of 
the Gen^^ Code."

We recommend that the Supreme Court of Ohio be 
requested to supplement all citations of decisions of courts 
of foreign states and countries with citations of The 
West Publishing Company System, when such case is 
r^orted therein. 

IV. 
We recommend a discussion of the advisabiUty of 
amending Section 12034 of the General Code of Ohio 
so that it may read as follows: 

"When the commissioners axe of the opinion that 
the estate cannot be divided according to the demand 
of the writ without manifest injury to its value, they 
shall return that fact to the court with a just valua- 
tion of the estate. If the court approves of the 
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return, and one or more of the parties elects to take 
the estate at auch appraised value, it shall be adjudged 
to him or them, upon his or their paying to the other 
parties their proportion of its appraised value, 
according to their respective rights, or securing it as 
hereinafter provided. 

"If there be such election by two or more of the 
parties to take the estate or any parcel thereof separ- 
ately at the appraised value such estate or parcel may 
by order of the court be adjudged to that one of the 
parties so electing who in open court bids the highest 
amount therefor. 

"Except by ^reement of the parties no sale shall 
be ordered within five days after the confirmation 
of the appraisement and if within said time a party 
shall elect to take said estate at the appraised value 
such election shall not be approved by the court until 
two days after the expiration of said five days."

Clarence D. Laylm, of Columbus, gave an address upon 
Hie second proposition of the committee's r^>ort. 

Chaikjian Follbtt: I move the adoption of the second 
recommendation of the report. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Chairman FoUett moved that the matter referred to in 
the third section of the report be referred to the Special Com- 
mittee on Uniform System of Reporting to report back to 
this Association at its next meetit^.

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FOURTH SESSION. 
Wednesday afternoon Two o'clock.

Allen Andrews, of Hamilton : Mr. President and mranbers 
of the Convention, I offer this expression of sentiment on the 
part of the Association: 

"The Ohio Bar Association and all its members, 
recognizing, as we do, that our country now confronts a 
great crisis, and proclaiming, as we do, that we and all our 
professional ancestors have ever been patriotic and loyal 
in all our national crises, dopledgeourselvestoupholdand 
aid in every way to the full extent of our power the 
Nation and the President in the battle for international 
law, the freedom of self-government and the cause of 
humanity." 

I move that this be adopted by the Association and that 
the Secretary telegraph it to the President of the United 



Motion seconded, and carried by unanimous rising vote. 
The above expression of sentiment was tel^^phed to the 
President of the United States by tiie Secretary, over the 
signature of the Association by its President and Secretary. 

Clement R. Gilhore, of Dayton: I desire to present the 
following resolution and move its adoption: 

Whereas The Selective Service Law will in some 
instances require attorneys to render professional service 
in claims for exemption under said law, thus opening up 
a work for which no precedent as to procedure has been 
made. 

Be It Resolved by The Ohio State Bar Association 
that its members, and all members of the Ohio Bar, in 
rendering professional services under said Selective Service 
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Law, should carefully consider the merit of any exemption 
claim before rendering any service for a claimant, and 
should only proceed in cases where they are satisfied as 
to the true worth of the claim; that attorneys ^ould then 
confine their services to the preparation of the affidavits 
required to be filed by the claimant; and should refrain 
from presenting oral arguments or appearing before the 
exemption board on behalf of the claimant; it being the 
duty of attorneys to give their best eiforts to the support 
of ljie Government in carrying out the spirit of the Selec- 
tive Service Law in the present crisis; 

That, as the Selective Service Law is practically 
unknown to those subject to its provisions, all attorneys 
are urgently requested to inform themselves in r^ard to 
its provisions, and the instructions issued under it, and 
disseminate this information, and particularly to specially 
advise those required to conform to it. 
Motion duly seconded. 

After a discussion of the resolution, the motion to adopt 
the same was carried. 

President King : Gentlemen of the Association, it is my 
pleasure to introduce to you the Honorable Samuel Rosenbaum, 
of Philadelphia, who will deliver an address upon a subject 
perhaps new to the State Bar Association, a little outside, I 
think, of the regular order of judicial procedure, but a subject 
to which he has given much time and study, "Commercial 
Arbitration in England." 

Mr. Rosenbaum then addressed the Convention. 
Simeon M. Johnson, of Cincinnati: I move that the thanks 
of the Association be tendered to Mr. Rosenbaum for his 
very able and informing address. 

Motion duly seconded and unanimously carried. 
President King: The next thing in order is the nomination 
and election of officers of this Association. 

Walter D. Meals, of Cleveland, nominated John A. Shauck, 
of Columbus, for President of the Association. 
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The nomination was seconded by Allen Andrews, of 
Hamilton, W. H. Thompson, of Lebanon, Henry J. Booth, of 
Columbus, G. W. Reed, of UhrichsviUe, Edward B. Follett, 
of Marietta, and Simeon M. Johnson, of Cincinnati. 

No other nominations being made, Henry J. Booth, of 
Columbus, moved that the rules be suspended and that the 
Secretary cast the vote of the Association for Judge John A. 
Shauck. 

The motion was duly seconded and carried, and the Secre- 
tary cast the vote of the Association for Judge Shauck as 
President. 

President King named Walter D. Meals, of Cleveland, 
Henry J. Booth, of Columbus, and Simeon M. Johnson, of 
Cincinnati, to notify Judge Shauck of his election, and to escort 
him to the hall. 

Charles M. Buss, of Cleveland, nominated Charles G. 
Blanchard for Secretary of the Association. 

On motion, duly made and carried, the rules were sus- 
pended and the vote of the Association cast for Mr. Blanchard 
for Secretary. 

Ensign N. Brown, of Youngstown, nominated Clement 
R. Gilmore, of Dayton, for Treasurer of the Association. 

On motion, duly made and carried, the rules w«^ sus- 
pended and the vote of the Association cast for Mr. Gilmore 
for Treasurer. 

A. Jay Miller, of Belief ontaine: I move that the Secretary 
of the Association be instructed to notify the Secretary of 
each of the Local Bar Associations of the state that it is the 
sense of this Association that each Local Bar Association choose 
a committee to take care of the pending business of all of its 
lawyers that may be in the present training camp or that may 
enter the service of the GovCTnment during the war. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

R. K. Ramsey, of Sandusky, moved that The Ohio State 
Bar Association donate the sum of $100.00 to the American 
Red Cross. 
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Motion seconded. 

A Jay Miller, of Bellefontaine, moved as an amendment 
to the above motion, that a further donation of $50.00 be 
made to the Army Y. M. C. A. 

The motion as amended was accepted by Mr. Ramsey, and 
the motion as amended was duly carried. 

SiMBON M. Johnson, of Cincinnati: We wish to say that 
the committee just appointed has discharged its duty, and 
delivers the prisoner, Judge Shauck, into the hands of the 
Convention. 

President King: Judge Shauck, allow me to congratulate 
you with the greatest feeling in the world. Gentlemen of the 
Convention, your next President, Judge Shauck. 

Judge Shauck: Mr. President and Gentlemen of The 
Ohio State Bar Association, indifference to your esteem would 
hardly find a place in the heart of a man who has had my 
relations to the Bar of Ohio reaching back through nearly a 
half century and meeting with you at every one of your meet- 
ings since I became a member of the Association in 1883, 
a record which I believe in that respect is not excelled. It is 
not the time now for me to do anything more than to express 
to you my very high appreciation of your preference.

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SIXTH SESSION. 
Thursday morning Ten o'clock. 

July 12, 1917. 
The sixth session was called to order by the President at 
ten o'clock.

Charles E. Blanchard, of Columbus 
Prbsident King: The first number on the program this 
mOTning is the. address of William G. Pengelly, of Columbus, 
on the subject "The Handwriting Expert and His Work." 
Mr. Pengelly then delivered his address on the above topic. 
After a discussion of Mr. Pengelly's paper, participated in 
by several members of the Association, Mr. C. W. Osbom, of 
Youngstown, moved that the thanks of Uie Association be 
tendered to Mr. Pengelly for his able and interesting address. 
Motion duly second^ and carried. 

N. B. Billingsley, of Lisbon, presented the following 

report as the del^ate who attended a conference of Qfflcers 

of the American Bar Association and the Presidents of the 

State Bar Associations, held in Philadelphia, January 6, 1917: 

To The Ohio State Bar Aasociation: 

The President of your Association being unable to 
attend a conference of officers of the American Bar 
Association and the Presidents of the State Bar Associa- 
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tion held in Philadelphia, January 6, 1917, designated me 
to represent him, I attraided the conference, and make 
the following report: 

By amendment to the Constitution of the American 
Bar Association adopted August 30, 1916, the President 
and Secretary of each State Bar Association accepting 
the constitutional provision became ex-officio members 
respectively of the General Coimcil and of the Local 
Council of the American Bar Association for their respec- 
tive states, provided in each instance such official is 
himself a member of the American Bar Association; the 
purpose of thi^amendment being to secure better co-opera- 
tion among Bar Associations. 

With this object in view the Executive Committee 
of the American Bar Association requested a conference 
at Philadelphia composed of delegates consisting of the 
President of the American Bar Association, all former 
Presidents of that Association, the Presidents of all 
State Bar Associations, and the members of a special 
committee of the American Bar Association on co-opera- 
tion. An invitation to this conference was extended to 
the President of this Association, who on accoimt of 
other engagements was prevented from attending; and 
in case he could not attend he was requested to designate 
a representative. 

At the conference there were present Mr. George 
Suthwland, President of the American Bar Association, 
and five former Presidents, to- wit: Moorfield Stor^, 
Boston; Francis Rawle, Philadelphia; Stephen S. Gr^:ory, 
Chicago; Peter W. Meldrim, Savannah, and Elihu Root, 
New York. 

There were also present the Presidents of eleven of 
the State Bar Associations, and the Presidents of seven 
others were represented by persons designated for that 
purpose. 
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There were also present George Whitelock, Secretary 
of the American Bar Association, and ten members of 
the Executive Committee of the American Association; 
and also the special committee of the American Bar 
Association on co-operation among Bar Associations, 
consisting of J'ulius Henry Cohen, New York; Stiles W. 
Burr, St. Paul; William H. H. Piatt, Kansas City; Charles 
A. Boston, New York, and John Lowell, Boston, Mass. 
This Committee on Co-operation among Bar Associations 
was appointed by the American Bar Association at its 
annual meeting held in Chicago beginning August 30, 
1916. 

This Committee made a tentative report to the 
conference for the purpose of developing a plan for better 
co-operation among Bar Associations, national and state, 
and suggested for discussion at its next conference the 
following three topics: 

(1) How can B^ Associations help the public? 

(2) How can Bar Associations help each other? 

(S) How can Bar Associations help to raise the 
standards of the profession? 

Upon the request of Mr. Sutherland, . the President 
of the American Bar Association, who presided at the 
conference, Mr. Elihu Root stated the purpose of the 
conference and opened the discussion on the report of 
the Committee, speaking as follows: 

" It seems to me that if any advantage is to be secured 
by this meeting, anything commensurate with the expendi- 
ture of time, trouble and expense by the number of gentle- 
men who have left their homes and ordinary affairs to 
come here, it must be through something furth^ than 
any speech-making or exhortation by any president ot 
former president, or any future president of the American 
Bar Association. 

"The idea underlying the meeting is that in the 
nature of things the great national organization, the 
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American Bar Association, is pretty far removed from the 
practical affairs of daily life that go on in each state, 
town, or community, and that the practical application 
of whatever fine and noble thoughts we may have in the 
American Bar Association must be through the local 
associations, the state, and still more, the city, county and 
town associations. 

"My own feeling is that the American Bar Association 
can render its best service through furnishing a meeting 
point, an avenue of expression, and a suggestive influence 
upon the state and local associations. 

"Now in order to have anything accomplished in that 
line the word must pass, the afiirmative and active move- 
ment must pass from the ofiicers of the Association, and 
the officers of the state and local associations must take 
it up. The object of this meeting is not for gentlemen 
to come here and have the officers of the American Bar 
Association preach to them; it is to furnish if possible 
that kind of external stimuliiB that we all need in the 
affairs of life, an external stimulus that will put into action 
the most useful and beneficial and worth-while thought 
that there is in the mind. 

"It is a very difiicult matter to put your finger on 
the precise service that can be rendered through associa- 
tion. I think there are three things that the American 
Bar Association can point to as practical results: The 
Canons of Ethics; I think the formulation, publication 
and the wide-spread adoption of the Canons of Ethics 
of the American Bar Association has itself, in the influence 
that it is producing upon the Bar, justified all the labor 
and expense of the American Bar Association. Another 
thing; the gradual adoption and the accustoming of the 
American people to the idea of uniformity in state laws — 
I think that in itself justifies the labor — gradually accus- 
toming the people of all of the different states to the idea 
of a definite common standard of conduct in legislative 
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matters; accustoming the people to the idea that it is a 
desirable thing to have imiformity of laws, so that when 
men come to the making of the laws for the State Legisla- 
tures that will be the idea in their minds. 

" In the main it is very difficult to put the finger on 
the precise service rendered, the precise result attained, 
but one thing we do know, the only stability for what 
there is good and worth while in the world, and the only 
progress Hiere is in the world, is in the establishment of 
standards of conduct. Human nature does not change, 
but new standards of conduct are created to which men 
tend to conform. And we know that we can get no im- 
provement in standards of conduct and no resistance to 
deterioration in them except through associated action, 
whether it be the voluntary association of people in 
communities or the formation of associations. It is not 
to be supposed that we have any more ability than we had 
2000 years ago; indeed there is some evidence the other 
way. Whatever progress we have made is through power 
of organization; in almost every branch of life, in every 
calling, men are organizing, and the Bar is lagging behind; 
business men, doctors, commercial travelers, undertakers — 
all are organizing and all are accomphshing results. The 
Bar is lagging behind, and the Bar is subject to disparag- 
ment; it has not now as commanding a position in the 
community as it had some years ago. That is due to 
many reasons, some of them are not our fault and some 
of them are. And unless the Bar is going to let go entirely, 
its power, in the maintenance of the very basis upon which 
it exists and in the development of the law which it is 
trying to administer, must act through the power of 
organization. 

"Gradually and specifically things we are going to do 
will develop themselves through the sentiment and 
creation of ideas by the meeting of minds and exchange of 
views. 
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"In ord^ to promote that kind of organization, of ac- 
tion, and reaction between the big and somewhat removed 
National Bar Association and the State and Local Associa- 
tions, there were several modifications of the Constitution 
of the American Bar Association made last smnmer at 
Chicago, as the result of that first conference that was 
held . One was the modification in regard to the expression 
of opinion by members of the Bar. I am very deeply 
impressed by the idea that you cannot maintain perman- 
ently a great organization, the sole object of which is to 
meet and read papers; you have got to have some other 
practical and useful outcome than that. I am deeply 
impressed by the fact that the Bar ought to have some 
views in the development of the law and some means of 
expressing them. 

"A provision was made in the American Bar Associa- 
tion Constitution under which the Executive Committee 
was authorized whenever a question arises affecting the 
substance or the administration of the law, and in the 
opinion of the Committee is of immediate practical im- 
pOTtance to the whole country, to make a referendum 
upon the question which calls for action, which calls for 
expression of opinion to send out by letter to every 
member of the American Bar Association for an expression 
of opinion by mail. 

"At present there is no machinery through which the 
American Bar Association can express itself, except by 
resolution at annual meetiiLgs, and the question that mses 
does not always arise at the time of the annual meetings, 
and when it does there is often no time or opportunity 
for discussion; often a resolution is passed by such bodies 
because there is no one present interested to oppose it. 

"Gentlemen come in and argue for some measure, 
and the measure is passed not because of its merits, but 
because of the respect we have for the mov^ and because 
he asks it. 
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" So we proprose to put into the Constitution that when 
some vital question arises expressions of opinion shall be 
asked, and then when the answer comes in we have 
someUiing real, and can say, here is an expression that had 
better be taken into consideration in your action — in 
the regulation of your conduct. 

"A specific and practical question for the state and 
local Association to determine is wheth^ they want to 
come into the referendum system, so that when practical 
and important questions arise, their members who are 
not members of the American Bar Association will have 
opportunity to express their views. 

"Then in order to bring about communication between 
the different Associations and the National Association at 
a point where something is going on — at a point where 
business is transacted, the American Bar Association 
amended its constitution to provide that the President 
of every State Association should be ex-ofiicio a member 
of the General Council of the American Bar Association, 
provided he is a m^nb^ of the Association and his 
Association accepts. Of course no such function can be 
thrust upon any Association. The constitution was also 
amended to provide that the Secretary of the State 
Association shall be a member of the Local Council of 
tiie Ammcan Bar Association in the state. 

"Now we already have an arrangement that each 
State Association may send three delegates to the annual 
meeting of the American Bar Association, but what is 
that? They come to the meeting and wander around as 
if on the shores of the Styx; there is nothing for them to 
do, as a rule; it is purely formal, absolutely perfunctory; 
they swell the chorus of "aye" or "no," and no one knows 
whether they are one of the 10,000, or ambassadors 
from a state. This proposal is to put the State Bar 
Association into the body which names the ofiicers of the 
American Bar Association, and practically elects them; 
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and it is to put the Secretary into a limited local council 
in charge of the American Bar Association affairs in the 
state. In that way, if these provisions are accepted, 
there will be a working arrangement right at the point 
where the work is done and the power is exercised, so 
that when a State Bar Association elects a President they 
are securing themselves a representation and exercise of 
pow^ in the National Bar Association. 

"Tha« are thus three things attained, first, the 
expected collaboration in the referendum; second, having 
their officers as officers of the American Bar Association, 
and third, what is included in the report of Mr. Cohen, 
just read, that this practical Hague Conference shall be 
continued, and that for the next conference there shall 
be specific subjects for discussion, and that gentlemen be 
seciu«d who will think about it beforehand, think about 
these specific things, and lead the discussions. This is 
a step forward. If these discussions can be had the Con- 
ference will go still a step forward in something practical, 
specific and useful. 

"I hope that the heads of the state organizations who 
have been so public spunted as to come to this meeting 
will feel that it is worth while to throw the influence of their 
organizations into this hopeful development." 

Following Mr. Root, all the delegates present participat- 
ed in the discussion, after which a resolution was adopted 
increasing the number of members of the Committee on 
Co-operation among Bar Associations from five to ten, 
authorizing the Chairman of the Conference to appoint 
as such additional members five of the Presidents of State 
Bar Associations; and thereupon the President added to 
the Committee Charles E. Hibbard of Massachusetts, 
Albert D. Early, of Illinois, Joseph H. Nathan, of Alabama, 
Frank Crassweller, of Minnesota, and Stephen S. Jewett, 
of New Hampshire. 
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The next meeting of the Conference will be held at 
Saratoga Springs, during the session of the American Bar 
Association's annual meeting for the year 1917.
